Capt. Slaman faw the Atlas, of New-York, and 
the Chitty, Morgan of Philadelphia, taken, He 
aifo informs tharthe Coacord and Pardrix, part 
of the convoy, was at icalt3 leagues to wind- 
ward of the Britith, when he parted, the fleer.

From the London Geustte, 
WHITEHALL, May 16. 

A Letter, dated Tournay, M.y 13. 1794, of 
which the following is an extract, was yelierday 
received from his Rayal Hignoe’s the Duke of 
Yok, by the Right Hon. Leary Dundas, bis Ma.
